In 
general, we must cxpress our 
sharp dislike of the exercise of 
the arbitrary power of suspension, 
and the employment of | cmer- 
neney regulations,’ when any 
other course “is open. Suspension 
of a newspaper is a step more 
than drastic. It cuts across cer- 
tain fundamental principles and 
while, in time of war or the 
menace of war, these may ‘have 
to give way to the exigencies of 
the crisis, only in the rarest cases 
can suspension be justified in 
more normal times, It is not as 
jthough Government has no other 
effective means of redress. “The 
Printers and Publishers Ordin- 
ance holds publisher, printer and 
editor jointly and criminally res- 
ponsible for any illegal matter 
‘that may appear in any edition, 
and renders them liable to im- 
prisonment up to six months. 
That, it seems ta us, is the more 
appropriate line of approach to 
the curbing-.-of — journalistic; 
juvenility.

Meyer 
sald he soon would call: for a 
aecond 10 per cent contribution 
as a “preliminary step toward 
active operations.” 

The United States, by far the 
largest contributor, must 
furnish $317,600,000 or nearly 
calf of the first donations, Bri- 
tain contributes the next 
largest: 180,000,000, China 
third: 60,000,000, France 
fourth: 45,000,000, Russin- is 
the only one of the Big Five 
nations which has not joined 
either the bank of the Inter- 
national Fund, She has until 
Dec, BL to sign up under the 
original terms.
